TOKYO (AP)—A youthful a*Ka*Nin stabbed 
Inejiro Asanunia, leader of Japan’s Socialist party, 
to death today. 

The youth, dressed in a student uniform, 
rushed to to the platform at a political rally in 
downtown Tokyo and stabbed the 63-year-old 
leader of the country’s main opposition party in 
the left side. He had led the opposition to President 
Eisenhower’s visit to Japan.

German Idea Could Open A-Club to All 


WASHINGTON (CP)—U.S. 
authorities were deeply con¬ 
cerned Tuesday over the pos¬ 
sible future spread o) the 
world’s nucleAr club following 
a report that West Germany 
has made progress in develop¬ 
ing a low-cost machine for 
turning out enriched uranium. 


The German machine, em¬ 
ploying the centrifuge cream- 4 
separator method of forcing 
the bomb—fuel—uranium 235 
from the heavier U-238 isotope, 
may not only have an impact 
on bomb-making but also in 
the competitive field of com¬ 
mercial atomic power. 


A Western scientific source 
believes it may even lead to 
the end of the U.S. monopoly 
in the export of fissionable 
materials lor peaceful power 
and bomba - a monopoly the 
U.S. is employing to some 
advantage in her over all dip¬ 
lomatic policy. 


The state department, while 
maintaining it will be some 
years before the German de¬ 
velopment can be used in a 
practical way for bomb making 
materiils. indicated it already 
is negotiating with Germany 
to keep her process secret 
and the machines under strict 
export control. 


A German embassy spokes¬ 
man agreed his government 
has a "moral obligation” to 
keep the machines from falling 
, into the hands of unscrupulous 
regimes. He said he believes 
his government will ban ex¬ 
ports of the "latest models.”

TVTHEN, or if, the alliaflte for 
^ political purposes of the CCF 
and the Canadian Labor Congress 
becomes effective next year, the B.C.

Much of last week’s convention 
time in Vancouver was spent on this 
perplexing issue without a final de¬ 
cision being reached.

The association as the equivalent 
of a trade union is affiliated with 
the RC Federation of Labor and 
therefore supports what the federa¬ 
tion does The federation in turn is 
an offshoot of the CLC and supports 
what the congress does, by virtue 
of the relationship and also in this 
matter by special resolution. 

Thus it follows that if the CLC 
supports the CCF, the BCGEA does 
so too. There is no escape from that 
commitment so long as the associa¬ 
tion retains its labor affiliation, and 
no attempt to gloss over the situa¬ 
tion can disguise the fact that mem- 


speaks its own distinction. His whole 
career has been an example of per¬ 
sonal courage and intense loyalty to 
the country of his adoption.

“Contracting out” is a device cal¬ 
culated to reassure the qnwilling or 
uneasy individual that he can be a 
member of one without belonging 
to the other simply because he with¬ 
holds financial support.

Rbove all this there is the rela¬ 
tionship of the association to .the 
Crown. This was ably stated recently 
by Mr. Cal Best as president of the 
Civil Service Association of Canada 
in opposing participation of the fed¬ 
eral civil servants in the alliance. He 
said: 

“As employees of the Crown, any 
formal relationship with any organ 
ization having direct political connec¬ 
tions or ambitions is undesirable and 
could mean an end to the effective 
existence of this association.” 

The idea of political affiliation is 
utterly repugnant to the cardinal tra¬ 
dition of civil service. 


Not Much Longer 


'"THE United States had its way 
1 again in preventing discussion of 
Red China’s admission to the UN. 
The margiif was much narrower than 
ever before, and in fact by a minority 
vote. Less than half the Gerteral As¬ 
sembly backed the U.S. stand. 

The temper of the UN on this 
matter is obviously changing, and the 
U.£. is steadily losing ground. In 
another 12 months it may have to 
admit defeat. 

The view is steadily growing that 
Red China cannot be kept out of the 
world body much longer, and that 
the peace of the world migh^ depend 
on its admission. Certainly no gen¬ 
eral disarmament could be possible if 
the most populous nation on earth— 
and potentially one of the most mili¬ 
tarily powerful—were outside the or¬ 
bit of any UN agreement that might 
eventuate. 


The UN, also, in spite of every¬ 
thing else, does have a modifying in¬ 
fluence on its member nations, if 
only because they must justify their 
actions in this court of world opin¬ 
ion. Red China would be bound to 
respect in some degree the institu¬ 
tion it can ignore while barred from 
its councils. 

America has tender feelings about 
Red China because of tljje Korean 
war but her own influence will wane 
if she remains adamant on this ques¬ 
tion. Ideologies are not a good cri¬ 
terion because the UN is not com¬ 
posed of angels; some members are 
as truculent as Red China might be. 

And Peiping’s aggressive tenden¬ 
cies might well be cured if she ac¬ 
cepts the obligations of UN mem¬ 
bership. As matters stand it is shirk¬ 
ing reality to keep Red China outside 
the pale.

W ASHINGTON — American foreign 
policy In 1961 may slip back into 
the frigid inflexibility of the John Foster 
v Dulles cold war line. 

Diplomatic observers here feel the 
sharp anti-Soviet attitude now being taken 
by both the Democratic and Republican 
presidential candidates could lead back 
to the tough “Dulles doctrine.** * 

^ Both Mr. Nixon and Senator Kennedy 
have been making speeches that would 
involve a major policy flip flop if either 
one were to go to a summit meeting 
early fcext year with Mr. Khrushchev. 

Both vice-presidential candidates—Re¬ 
publican Henry Cabot Lodge and Demo¬ 
crat Senator Lyndon Johnson—say they 
are flatly against summitry and would 
advise the president not to 'attend such 
a meeting. 

The more Khrushchev has thundered 
at the UN, the more U.S. policy has 
hardened against the Soviets, -both in the 
campaign and in the present administra¬ 
tion, Under secretary of State C. Douglas 
Dillon, who was accused by the Soviets 
of starting the cold war freeze in a speech 
last March, has made another speech in 
which he accuses Khrushchev of “Demo- 


go guery, deceit and duplicity.** This is 
especially interesting because Dillon is a 
front running candidate for the job of 
secretary of state if Nixon ta elected. 

In a campaign statement. Republican 
vice-presidential nominee I«ndge, who 
Nixon has said he would put In over-all 
supervision of American foreign policy, 
stated summit meetings only allow the 
Russians to spread propaganda and 
confusion. *1 am not a believer in summit 
meetings,” he said, adding “We are too 
big a nation to be'loved. What we want 
of our country Is that it be respected.” 

These words are almost directly out 
of the mouth of the late Mr. Dulles, 

Senator Kennedy is known to be more 
personally disposed to a summit con¬ 
ference than any of the other presidential 
or vice-presidential candidates. But diplo¬ 
matic observers feel he may be trapped 
into rejecting a summit meeting, if 
elected, because of his own campaign 
oratory. He has been forced to attack 
Khrushchev more harshly and directly 
than he might have because of the sting¬ 
ing attacks by Nixon that Kennedy would 
be “soft** In dealing with the Soviet 
premier.

Reports from Ottawa 


N O prime minister is likely to 
choose to go to the people when 
the omens do not lavor his re-election. 
And John Diefenbaker can tick off 
such omens starting with the Saskat¬ 
chewan election last June and carry¬ 
ing right through the Gallup Poll 
results announced recently. 

While there now seems to be 
enough doleful portents for Diefen¬ 
baker to write off a *61 election as a 
practical possibility, there may soon 
be more. There are four by-elections 
coming up on Oct. 31. 

If the Conservative candidates do 
badly in the by-elections, the effect 
will be merely to confirm the present 
preponderance of political opinion, 
which it that Diefenbaker would be 
moat pnwlse to resk an election next 
year. If the Tory candidates do well, 
the net effect will be to Increase the 
administration's uncertainty. The 
question then will be, which is the 
more reliable indicator of the coun¬ 
try’s feelings, satisfactory by-election 
results in four constituencies out of 
263. or the debacle of the provincial 
elections? 

it it it 

The Gallup Poll's discovery—or 
assertion—is that Conservative sup¬ 
port dropped from 42 per cent of the 
electorate in July to 38 per cent in 
September, while Liberal support 
increased from 40 to 53 per cent. 

The July figure is obviously based 
on opinion polled prior to the results 
of the June provincial elections, and 
vitiates the argument that provincial 
reverses had little effect on the Tory 
party’s federal position. 

It was reported to me from Sas¬ 
katchewan, and observed by me in 
Quebec and British Columbia, that 
the Diefenbaker image was actually 
a handicap to the provincial Tories. 


The tarnish on the Image, which is a 
cause of growing concern to adminis¬ 
tration politicians, is reduced to per¬ 
centages in another poll: in two 
years. Dr. Gallup’s pollsters report, 
popular approval of the way the PM 
la handling his job dropped from 64 
per cent to 44 per cent. Those dis¬ 
approving increased from 11 per cent 
to 40 per cent 

★ ★ * 

If accurate, the poll figures indi¬ 
cate a thorough breakdown of the old 
Canadian tradition of firm, often 
hereditary-, party loyalty. One mar¬ 
velled In 1967 and 1958 at the way 
Diefenbaker swung votes away from 
the Liberals, and one attributed it to 
his personal magnetism, and to 22 
years, attrition of Liberal popularity. 

But perhaps, it seems now, the 
main reason was the loosening of old 
political bonds due to sociological 
changes in wsr and the post-war. Poll 
results indicate the bonds are still 
loose; that the Tories have failed to 
bind their new-found supporters with 
ties of party loyalty. 

Thus Diefenbaker was hurled into 
office by a huge wave of floating 
votes, much as a swimmer may be 
cast up on a beach. Unless the swim¬ 
mer finds something firm to cling to, 
he is washed out to *sea again. If a 
government’s support ebbs, it can 
only cling to office and hope. 

On the basis of the poll results, the 
government would almost certainly 
lose an election today by virtue of 
having 5 per cent fewer supporters 
than the Liberal oppoaition. 

Not since 1943 has a poll shown 
the oppoaition surpassing the govern¬ 
ment in popularity. In that year the 
CCF moved briefly above both Tories 
and Liberals. But Mackenzie King 
squeaked back into office two years 
later with a five-seat margin.

This could happen with the 
arrest of American “spies" in such a 
way as to challenge the rights of 
UJ5. citizens flagrantly, thereby 
strengthening the forces in this coun¬ 
try seeking armed intervention. 

2. Recognition of the Communist 
East German regime. That would 
come as the final commitment to the 
Communist bloc following the recog¬ 
nition of Red China. It would help to 
Insure Cuba becoming one of the 
most important centres in the world 
tor Communist espionage and sub¬ 
version. 


What this means for the politics 
of the presidential campaign is ob¬ 
vious enough. The temptation for 
Sen. John F. Kennedy is to run 
against Castro as the Republicans in 
1952 ran against Mao Tse-tung and 
the Chinese Communists, blaming 
President Truman and the Demo¬ 
crats for the vast China tragedy. 

But the political cross-currents go 
deeper than this. The other side of 
the Cuban coin is the struggle over 
dictator Rafael Trujillo of the Dom¬ 
inican Republic. Trujillo has one of 
the most powerful lobbies in the cap¬ 
ital, reaching into high places In 
Congress and just shout everywhere 
else. 

An Invaluable service was per¬ 
formed by Chairman Harold D. 
Cooley of the House Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee in delaying sugar legislation in 
Trujillo’s interest. 

The current Struggle la over the 
extra sugar quota of 322,000 tons that 
Congress voted for Trujillo when 
Cuba's authorized total to the coun¬ 
try was reduced by one-third, or about 
700,000 tons. These quotas become a 
bonanza for producing countries be¬ 
cause the United States pays a prem¬ 
ium of about two cents a pound above 
the world price. 

it it it 

Despite the resolution of the Or¬ 
ganization of American States calling 
for a break in relations with the 
Dominican Republic, the White House 
has interpreted the mandate of Con¬ 
gress as a legal requirement that 
cannot be ignored. There were those 
who urged that Congress’ authority 
be challenged in the courts. But they 
were over ruled last week when the 
department of agriculture issued an 
order for purchase of the Dominican 
sugar, and the only question now is 
whether Trujillo will get the pre¬ 
mium price. 

For certain Latin Amertcan states, 
and particularly Venezuela, this 
seems to make hash of United States 
policy. It was on the initiation of 
Venezuela that the OAS, with Secre¬ 
tary of State Herter participating in 
Coats Rica, voted to sever ties with 
the Dominican Republic. Venezuela 
presented documentary evidence that 
Trujillo agents had engineered the at¬ 
tempted assassination of Venezuelan 
President Romulo Betancourt. So 
now, the Venezuelans are saying, 
while you break diplomatic relations 
with one hand, with the other you 
give Trujillo $25,000,000 for his sugar 
which is a kind of Mood transfusion 
for hit ailing economy. 

Among Trujillo’s backers in this 
country are those who would dis¬ 
credit state department officials re¬ 
sponsible for executing policy on the 
Dominican Republic. They are sug¬ 
gesting that these same officials 
helped to bring Castro to power and 
must therefore, in the McCarthy 1st 
implication, bo tainted with pro- 
communism. 


Anxiety Is Normal

FtANQUILITY is a highly over¬ 
rated virtue, yet a great many 
Canadians continue to seek it through 
drugs. Dr. Roger Dufresne. profes¬ 
sor of therapeutics at the University 
of Montreal, says tranquillizers and 
sedatives are definitely being abused 
in Canada. Too many persons are 
taking them as a means of reducing 
anxiety. 

In criticism of the practice, Dr. 
Dufresne remarks that tranquillizers 
can bring no solution to the prob¬ 
lems of the tndlvidaul. He might 
have added that their effects may ob¬ 
scure symptoms of physical or 
mental disorders and thus forestall 
needed medical examinations. This 
\ 


could be dangerous. 

The Montreal physician wisely 
notes that anxiety is a normal phen¬ 
omenon among adults. It is far from 
being unknown among children. 
When it becomes morbid it may in¬ 
dicate a nervous or mental disorder 
but otherwise there is no reason to 
fear It. The desire of many persona 
to exorcise it; as though it were an 
evil spirit, is hard to understand. It 
has its uses, like other emotionsl 
states of man. One may wonder If 
the human species would have sur¬ 
vived the competition for survival 
early in its career on earth without 
the warning stimulus of anxiety and 
of fear. 


That the Trujillo lobby can draw 
on large resources Is shown by 
glimpses into the dictator’s finances 
when the curtain la occasionally 
lifted. Sen. John J. Williams of Dela¬ 
ware put Into the record the account 
of a $1,800,000 tribute to Dominican 
officials which a New Jersey manu¬ 
facturer had tried to charge off as 
an income tax deduction in getting a 
large contract for construction in the 
Dominican Republic. 

■—' At the start of Castro’s fierce 
struggle for power In the Caribbean 
and beyond, certain of the Commun¬ 
ist* around him gave it pa a primary 
objective that they would forc e 
armed U3. intervention before they 
were finished.

That may still be a major goal. 
Hungary Is on the agenda of the 
General Assembly of the United Na¬ 
tions for still another airing qf the 
ruthless Soviet suppression of that 
revolt. If the United States could bo 
forced to Intervene at this Juncture 
of world affairs, the Communists cal 
cuiate, it might nullify Hungary end.

It is a pity that when a person has plans to. build a 
quality 1,200 aq. ft. house to meet her own needs, she is 
forced to erect a cheaper grade 1,400 sq. ft. one to satisfy 
the demands of a handful of members of the Cadboro 
Bay Ratepayers' Association. 

At a council meeting Nov. 16, 1959. it was admitted 
owing to the topography of the area and widths of some 
of the lots, some 50 feet, it would be impossible to erect 
a 14.000 sq. it. house on them.

If you want one, but to insist on every lot having a big 
house on it is wrong and will only create another area of 
strawberry box dwellers. 

It is strange at a time when the renowned architects 
and planners are striving to preserve the open spaces. 
Saanich planners are working in the opposite direction.

Hunting Tribe 
Fails in Try 
As Farmers

SCANTERBURY. Man. (CP) 
— Brokenhead la an Indian 
reservation where farming 
flopped and federal relief has 
been the only solid alternative 
so far. 

It bears out. as many Prairie 
reservations do. the wry con¬ 
clusion of a senior Indian af¬ 
fairs branch official: 

"I can’t help thinking that 
the worst mistake made was 
sticking a buffalo hunter be 
hind a plow and expecting it 
to work.** 

Tbo often, officials say. the 
experiment degenerated into a 
pursuit of federal funds by 
Indians Ill-equipped, by train¬ 
ing or tradition, to handle any 
steady occupation. 


Brokenhead comprises 13.600 
acres of bush and fields Just 
below the south end of Lake 
Winnipeg. Its 311 residents— 
about 30 families—are Saul 
teaux, offshoots of the woods 
dwelling Ojibways. 

Some at Brokenhead work 
as railway section hands. Some 
work casually on farms. 

Most Brokenhead farms are 
leased to non-Indians. Agricul¬ 
ture is limited to gardens and 
hay making. A fire burned off 
much of the marketable cord- 
wood. 

Relief in food rations runs 

between 3600 and $700 a 
month during the worst part 
of the winter. Chief Sid Chief, 
with no permanent means of- 
support, draws rations him¬ 
self. 


This Indian family of the Saulteaux 
band on Manitoba’s Brokenhead res¬ 
ervation lives in a tent while waiting 
for a new house to be built with fed¬ 
eral government assistance. Attempts 


to make farming a source of inde¬ 
pendent income for the 311 residents 
of t|ie reservation failed and now 
they live largely on federal relief.

The economic process seems 
to turn on efforts of the ad¬ 
ministrators to keep relief 
down—in line with the official 
policy of making the Indian 
work a a much at possible for 
what he geta—while the In¬ 
dian ponders ways to get 
relief. 

Superintendent Ed Daggitt 
is a combined welfare officer, 
economist, cajoler and the 
“government man” minted 
with the responsibility of say¬ 
ing “NO." So are his three 
assistants. 

Daggitt is the first to 
that the Indian has had a raw 
deal, fobbed off with remnants 
of the land he once roamed 
and a few dollars paid an¬ 
nually under terms of treaties. 

At the same time he Is 
saddled with the task of trying 


to Inject some self-reliance 
Into an apathetic band. He 
urges Chief Chief to sign a 
band council resoluUon that 
will sanction a new source of 
band revenue. 

“What for?’’ says the chief 
good naturedly. “You people 
have lots of money." His tone 
indicates he may be only half- 
Joklng. 

A chatty visit with the chief 
raises one of those problems 

which show why the Indian 
is suspicious of the non- 
Indian: 

Indians, like non-Indians, 
rest ricted to s h o o tl n g 
game birds in season under 
terms of the migratory birds 
convention signed by Canada, 
the United States and Mexi$.

1 
cup diluted vinegar cup 
water to \ cup vinegart. Heat 
to boiling stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and let 
stand for 15 minutes 
Reheat to tolling, add *4 cup 
lemon' Juice, 'bring to a f'Ul 
rolling boil and toil rapidly 2 
minu es. Add 1 bottle (1 cup » 
commercial liquid pectin. Re 
move from heat and stir con 
stantly for 5 minutes. Don't 
neglect this as it prevents the 
peppers from rising to the top 
of Jars. Seal in sterilized jars.

Sterilize quart jars and in 
the bottom of each put a large 
spray of dill.

Dividends alone from his 
2,456,000 GM shares add up to 
some $5,000,000 s year. 

Mott won’t say what he’s 
worth. Questions about that 
get the reply: Tt doesn’t mat¬ 
ter.

The financial panic of 1907 
all but washed out hU wheel 
making business. Mott induced 
those who owed him to give 
him notes. These, in turn, he 
endorsed and gave to hU own 
creditors. 

Two years later General Mo¬ 
tors bought a 49-per-cent in¬ 
terest in hU firm for $1,481,000 
worth of GM stock. And in 
1913—before there was an in¬ 
come tax —Mott turned over 
controlling Interest for another 
chunk of GM stock.

On# plant which seems to have a 
lot -of local gardeners baffled Is the 
Peruvian lily. This subject not a 
true IIIv at all but a member of the 
Amaryllis family will bloom its head 
off in one garden while right next 
door, in similar soil, the plants do the 
Old Soldier act and gradually fade 
away, often without producing a 
single flower. 

Success with JthU lovely perennial 
is not too difficult, though, and failure 
can usually be traced to certain con 
tilbuting factors. 

The first of these Is planting the 
fleshy roots without preparing the 
soil projperly. The Alstroemerias are 
npt country cousins you can bung 
Into the ground any old how. panic- 
ularly when the soil is heavy and with 
a high clay content. The second com¬ 
mon mistake in their culture is 
planting too shallowly. 

* * * 

Some years ago. I sawcpa lovely 
batch of roots offered for sale at one 
of our city garden stalls and. after 
dislocating the household budget in 
acquiring them. I lost the whole 
works through these two causes. To¬ 
day. after learning some of the whims 


of these South American natives. I’ve, 
got some grand clumps flourishing 
in exactly the same spot where the 
fust batch perished miserably. 

If you have the urge to try your 
hand at growing some Peruvian 
lilies, select a nice sunny location 
which is well drained, for these plants 
cannot abide puddles standing over 
their roots in winter. If your soil is 
at all heavy, dig in plenty of coarse 
sand and some peat moss, together 
with a generous helping of hone meal. 
The long, tuberous roots must be 
handled with considerable care as 
they are very brittle and will break 
off if you as much as look crossly at 
them. Get them well down, with at 
least six Inches of soil covering them. 
* * * 

Don’t expect too much next year 
from your Alstroemerias for. like so 
many other perennials, they take a 
season or two to settle down before 
getting into maximum production. 
You’ll probably get a few- flowers next 
year, but nothing Hke the quantity 
you can expect in 1962 and there* 
after. 

The strongest grower and the 
hardiest plant of the family is Al- 
stroemeria aurantiara, particularly 
tne variety Orange King, producing 
gorgeous orange-red lily-like blooms 


in gr«»t profusion. The variety 
Splenden* has Orange blooms flushed 
w ith crimson and is also an easy doer. 

The loveliest of the lot without 
question are the Ligtu hybrids, which 
come in delicate pastel (shades of 
pink, orange and yellow, some with 
all three colors combined in the one 
flower. The petals are veined in crim¬ 
son and flushed with light orange, 
making the most charming picturs 
imaginable in floral arrangements. 

* ♦ # 

Unfortunately, the Ligtu varieties 
are not as winter-hardy as Aurantiara 
and its cousins and should be set in. 
the ground a little deeper - about 
eight inches dowft for added prolec¬ 
tion against frost. It is a good idea 
to cover the dormant roots with a 
good layer of straw' or dry leaves 
in midwinter. 

The propagation of the Peruvian- 
llty is easy. You can lift and divide 
overgrown clumps in October or 
April, although thus shouldn't be dona' 
oftener than every third year, as A1-* 
stroemerias always perform better 
when left undisturbed. They are fair¬ 
ly easy from spring-sown seed. The. 
seeds need soaking in water for 24- 
hours before sowing, and germination 
is sure and strong, producing bloom¬ 
ing-size plants in two to three yean.

Khrushchev angrily told news¬ 
men the UN action had moved 
the world closer to war. 

*Thla is not a victory for 
the cause of peace, but for 
the cause of war," Khrushchev 
said.

German Idea Could Open A-Club to All 


WASHINGTON (CP)—US. 
authorities were deeply con¬ 
cerned Tuesday over the pos¬ 
sible future spread of the ♦ 
world’s nuclear club following 
a report that West Germany 
has made progress in develop¬ 
ing a low-cost machine for 
turning out enriched uranium. 


The German machine, em¬ 
ploying the centrifuge cream- 
separator method of forcing 
the bomb fuel uranium-235 
from the heavier U-238 isotope, 
may not only have an impact 
on bomb-making but also In 
the competitive field of com¬ 
mercial atomic power. 


A Western scientific source 
believes it may even lead to 
the end of the U.S. monopoly 
in the export of fissionable 
materials for peaceful power 
and bombs -a monopoly the 
U.S. Is employing to some 
advantage in her over-all dip¬ 
lomatic policy. 


The state department, while 
maintaining it will be some

German Idea Could Open A-Club to All 


WASHINGTON (CPI-U3. 
authorities were deeply con¬ 
cerned Tuesday over the pos¬ 
sible future spread of the 
world’s nuclear Club (Allowing 
a report that West Germany 
has made progress in develop¬ 
ing a low-cost machine for 
turning out enriched uranium. 


The German machine, em¬ 
ploying the centrifuge cream- 
separator method of forcing 
the bomb fuel uranium-235 
from the heavier U 238 isotope, 
may not only have an impact 
on bomb-making but aty in 
the competitive field of com¬ 
mercial atomic power. 


A Western scientific source 
believes it may even lead to 
the end of the U.S. monopoly 
In the export of fissionable 
materials for peaceful power 
and bombs — a monopoly the 
U.S. is employing to some 
advantage In her over all dip¬ 
lomatic policy. 


The state department, while 
maintaining it will be some 
years before the German de¬ 
velopment can be used in a 
practical way for bomb-making 
materials, indicated it already 
is negotiating with Germany 
to keep her process secret 
and the machines under strict 
export control. 


A German embassy spokes¬ 
man agreed his government 
has a “moral obligation” to 
keep the machines from falling 
into the hands Of unscrupulous 
regimes. He said he believes 
his government will ban ex¬ 
ports of the “latest models."
